Simple people adored him; his pres- 
tige us a holy man, an nacetic, gave 
supernatural sanction to a political 
campaign with which his' name was 
associated, and when the campaign 
took the form of an organised re- 
fusal to pay rent ond taxes, he was 
irresistible. , . : 
Thus Gandhi provided mill-own- 
ers with a religion’ that helped 
‘them, to sell more cloth and poli- 
ticians with a religion that enor- 
mously. extended the scope of their 
demagogy, and peasants with a re- 
ligion that relieved them of finan- 
cial obligations. 1s it any wonder 
that the religion took on? Is It 
any wonder that, wherovor he 
went in India, he was acelaimed 
by the multitude? 
There was, however, a snag. Ho 
had to make promise; not the sort 
of promises Mahatmas habitually 
make—promises of spiritual salva- 
tion, of Inward ‘recompense ‘for 
outward suffering; specific pro- 
mises.

And how the proportion changes as timc goes on 
The secret of the growing and fading of reputations is simply that 
the years add to the greatness of. those who planted seed that grew, 
“while those’ who were content to sit- quiescent in’ the seats of “the 
mighty are buried in a short paragraph of 2 Dictionary of National 
Biography. ; ‘ . 
Robert Morrison was distinctly a seed-planter. He went cap 
in hand as a young man to the Directors of the old East India Com- 
pany to ask for a passage out to China in one of their ships, and was 
refused. The Board of Directors at that time were not merely 
“something in the City” but something very. big in the City; men 
who bargainéd with the Ministers of the Crown'on terms of equality. 
But who to-day could give any of their names? . They- chartered 
ships, and bought and sold, and paid dividends; but he stood, so far 
as the Protestant: world was concerned, for a sympathetic compre- 
henaion of each other by two alien and powerful civilisations, The 
seed he planted has met. many. adverse conditions, and still needs

The London Missionary Soctety, with which he was connected, 
was one of the many. offshoots of the grent Evangelical movement 
of John Wesley, to whom “go ye into all the world and preach the 
Gospel” was simply an order, that should be literally obeyed. It 
was started on the broad basis of including everybody that was ready 
to join in the work. The next ‘half century is a record of first one 
Church and then another failing to rise to the height of the ideal 
and founding a Society of its own on a much smaller and narrower 
scale; three generations later the supporters other than Congrega- 
tlonalists were few and far between; fifty years ago the sole Church 
of England Director was the late Canon Girdlestone. Missionaries 
themselves have probably never fully realised the implications of 
this declension. It is not merely that people bred in a different re- 
ligion and civilisation are puzzled by controversies they cannot un- 
deratand; but the failure to co-operate with men: whose differences 
are slight is the worst: possible preparation for understanding men 
whose outlook is fundamentally ‘different. 3 a . 

Morrison and the other early Missionaries had one great asset 
which their successors miss. through no fault of their. own;—the 
‘halo.of adventure. A young man newly appointed to one of the 
stations founded by Livingstone or Moffat in Central Africa would 
travel out by ship, train and car, without missing a meal. He would 
share the journey with commercial travellers and, prospectors and 
store-keepers whose tours are of no interest whatever te the public;

‘small Insects, These geckos lay 
‘their esa in nmonyat piles of stones 
‘or bricks. They aro almoat apheri- 
ecn}, white and about the size of pens. 
_ A few days, ago we noticed in a 
hole In the aide of a bank elght eggs. 
Tt was raining hard at the time and 
nome of the exas were partly cover: 
‘ed with wet mud and some had -been 
dented nnd soiled. There were col- 
Tected taken home and placed fn a 
‘tall dark vase from which escape 
was imporatble. Ench day n ttle 
“water waa sprinkled on them and 
‘after a short while two of the exgs 
“hatched. Ineldentnily. the crags 
were ovold % inch Jong and Y% inch 
‘across and with a tough hut eal- 
‘enrcous shell. It was fully expected
